SPIOE IN THE BÜNDÀY-SOHOOL.

The object of the ívmday-school is to 
develop the religion- '..< ulües ami train 
the spirittial nature, truts linking the child 
with the grand meu ! als of grace. 

When the children of Israel crossetl the 
Jordan, twelve stones were taken froïn the 
river bed and carríed to Gilgal, where 
they were erected as memorials nf the 
journey across the river. These stones 
were to bo object lessons fur the children. 

Joshua said, "When your children shall 
ask their fathers in time to come, saying, 
What mean these stones? Then ve shall 
let your children know, saying, Israel 
came over this Jordan on dry land. For 
the Lord your God dríed up the wàter:; of 
Jordan from before you. etc." Joshua 4: 
19-24. 

The successor of Moses was preparíng 
for the teaching of youth through divine 
històrica! facts. 

Our children taught in the Lord's Day' 
school, are made aequainted with the 
great memorials of redemption, are linked 


with the church and pfepared for a glori- 
ous and triumphant future. 

Lord's Day teaching, however, should 
be done in a wise, consistent and practi- 
cal manner, in such a way as to bring out 
the moral and religions germ planted in 
the organization. 

It is natural for the child to eat and 
drink, and see, and sinell, and hear, 
ami talk. And if the òrgans are healthy, 
the educatiun proceeds gradual and natu- 
ral. 

The child has these òrgans for com- 
mtinication with the physical world, the 
child also has òrgans for communicatíon 
with the moral andreligious world, benev- 
olence and conscienlionsness, faith, hope, 
ami veneration; and if the edncation is 
properly conducted the development will 
be just as natural as in the morè phys ; cal 
part. 

A mother overheard her little boy of 
tender years, say, while throwing stieks at 
a bird's nest, "Go way, God, go way." 
She questioned him, he replied that he 
heard God teli him not to throw stieks at 
the little birds, it was naughty. Shakes- 
peate' says conscience is a thousand 
swords. Certainly its sharp point is felt 
at a very tender age. Wisdom and spice 
are bolh needed lo rightly direct. 
What is spice ? 

The figuraüve defïnition of the word is; 
"A small quantity which gives llavor or 
taste to a greater ; a small admixture, a 
flavoring." Let us take this defïnition, 
"a small quantity of something good 
which will llavor a greater quantity that 
needs the good, a com ple te mixture of 
both quantities. 

Who will ftirnish this spice? 
1. The superintendent. 
I.ike priest, líke people, a dull superin- 
tendent, a dull school ;a live superintend- 
ent, a live school. One will grow from 
the other. Set a whiskey keg in the pul- 
pit, and you can see it leaking in the pew. 
The right man as superintendent, and a 
good school ís the resull, other things be- 
ing equal. 

()ne spice box the superintendent can 
draw from Ís promfinf.ss. "On time" 
àhould be one of his passwords. He 
should not «nly preach, but practice. 
Think of a school announced for ten 
o'clock, and the superintendent corn- 
mencing at 10:30. In such a school, 
time is an unappreciated value, and a 
God given faculty dishonored. 

Let the superintendent have two eyes 
to see all that goes on, two ears to hear 
all that ÍS saíd, two hands to help mect 
visitors and inembers, two feet to visit the 
classes, for it is the business of the super- 
intendent to superintend, but firstandlast 
and in between let him be prompt. 


When the hour arrives for opening, let 
him tap the bell, if only a few are preaen 
commence, and just as proraptly close. 
A prompt, earnest, wide awake superin- 
tendent puts spice in a Sunday-school, 
just as a live wire puts sparks before the 
eye when it touches a revolving wheel. 

2. Good teachers and officers put 
spice in the Sunday-school. Good and 
faithful men and women jn such positions 
are essential to true success. 

Kach school should have an adult class, 
taught with the view ofdeveloping teach- 
ers ; from this class, substitutes could be 
drawn, and permanent teachers selected. 
One need not be learned in theology, 
or geology to make a successiu I teacher. 
If they know God, love children, and un- 
derstand that the stone has been rolled 
away from the tomb of Jesús, they have 
Sunday-school teacher's timber in them. 
jesus did not say : well done, wise ser- 
vant, or highly educated servant, or rich 
servant, but he did say ; "Well done good 
and faithful servant, a consecrated inten- 
tion, with good and faithful service will 
win. 

One spice box from which teachers and 
officers should draw is regularity, regu- 
lar in the work. The old sister who «aid 
she was a member of church twenty years, 
counting off and on, would not have made 
a good Sunday-school teacher. How can 
a class be held, much less educated, when 
the teacher is present 'one Sunday and ab- 
sent the next. 

A skip, hop and jump may please chil- 
dren when they are at play, but to play at 
teaching is disastrous to the class, and 
chilling to the school. 

There are times when the teacher must 
be absent, certainly, but let the teacher 
make known the fact to the superinlend- 
ent, and if necessary, help furnish a sub- 
stitnte. 

The teacher should 1 not only know the 
lesson and the main points of the lesson, 
which link with previous lessons, but the 
teacher should know boys and giris, and 
miderstand how to make an application of 
<ome point to each individual case. 

The teacher should also know each 
member of ihe class outside of the school, 
and visit them in their homes. All of 
these points can be flavored with the spice 
box of regular i l y. 

3. Parents who are interested in the 
cause of Christ can put spice in the Sun- 
day-school. Oh, what Sunday-schools we 
might have if parents were as careful of 
their children's hàbits on the Lord's day 
as they ought to be. It is the duty of 
every Christian father and mother, to see 
that their children attend the school of 
their choice. Indeed it is their duty to 
go with them if possible.
